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Coming off a 9-4 season under first-year head coach Mario Cristobal, OREGON ‘returns 77 positional starters, which is tied for the most by a Power 5 team entering the 


2019 campaign.

here was simply nothing like the swagger surrounding Oregon football 
during its modern golden age, in the final years under Mike Bellotti and 
the transition under Chip Kelly. 

The Ducks were fast and explosive, behind Heisman Trophy candidates 
Dennis Dixon, LaMichael James and Marcus Mariota. They were underrat- 
ed on defense, producing future pros like Patrick Chung, Kiko Alonso and 
DeForest Buckner. Autzen Stadium was packed to the gills, arguably the most 
intimidating place in the country for an opposing team. 

Oregon's bubble burst in the 2016 season, and that era ended. But another 
has dawned. And in 2019, the Ducks could look again like they did during 
those glory years just a few seasons ago. 

Oregon isn’t exactly the same under second-year coach Mario Cristobal. The 
Ducks are supplementing speed with shocking size and power in the trenches. 
They're recruiting nationally with a vigor seldom seen outside the SEC. But 
however it looks, the UO football program has a chance this fall to get back to 
doing what it did annually under Bellotti and Kelly — compete for a Pac-12 
championship, and produce a Heisman Trophy candidate. 

Led by senior quarterback Justin Herbert, Oregon is poised to once again 
carry the flag for the Pac-12 Conference. The offense also returns a bruising 
line, and a deep stable of backs. The receiving corps is looking for a bounce- 
back season. And the defense is packed with proven performers, led by senior 
linebacker Troy Dye. 

A top 10 recruiting class is enrolled and on campus — the first top 10 class 
in school history. The Ducks have drawn mention as a potential preseason top 


10 team in the country. Yes, the buzz is back in Eugene. 
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Now it’s time to back it up. Oregon faces a daunting schedule in 2019, open- 
ing against Auburn and playing on the road against Stanford, Washington and 
USC. But the weight of expectations couldn't be any heavier. 

“We're not going to let outside pressure affect us, and we're not going to 
worry about what anyone else is saying,” Herbert said. “We're just going to 
focus in-house and worry about what we have to say.” 

With all the talent on hand this season, Oregon football has the chance to 


make a loud statement this fall. 


OFFENSE 

A year ago at this time, most everybody thought they were about to watch 
Herbert's final season at Oregon, before he entered the 2019 NFL Draft as the 
potential No. 1 overall pick. But then the Ducks enjoyed a nine-win season in 
2018 that was equal parts encouraging and not-quite-satisfying enough. Her- 
bert, the Eugene native, decided the stage was set for big things with the Ducks 
this fall. And he wanted to be a part of it. 

Thus, Oregon will take the field this season with one of the most enviable 
quarterback situations in all of the Football Bowl Subdivision. Herbert is com- 
ing off a junior year in which he threw for 3,151 yards and 29 touchdowns, 
numbers that would have been even more eye-popping if not for some in- 
consistencies at receiver. He has the complete package of physical tools, and 
continues to work on being a more vocal leader on the sideline. 

And, in one of the most encouraging developments of the spring, redshirt 
freshman Tyler Shough blossomed into what looks like a capable backup be- 
hind Herbert. He completed 18-of-31 passes for 178 yards in the spring game, 


and played with a commanding presence that resonated throughout the team. 
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“He just seems confident out there, and he’s ripping it,” running back Cyrus 
Habibi-Likio said. 

Speaking of Habibi-Likio, he also had a big spring game, with 12 carries 
for 45 yards and a touchdown. Despite that, though, he will have to fight for 
carries in a backfield that oozes talent. Though Oregon has said farewell to 
Royce Freeman and Tony Brooks-James over the last two years, the running 
back group returns 1,000-yard rusher CJ Verdell and also his primary backup 
for much of 2019, Travis Dye. 

Darrian Felix had a bounceback spring after injuries sidelined him for most 
of 2018. And the Ducks added two more talented backs over the summer, 
Jayvaun Wilson and Sean Dollars. For an offense that, under Cristobal, wants 
to pound the ball on the ground, there’s plenty of candidates to tote the rock. 

They'll have a wealth of veteran experience to block for them, too. The 
Ducks closed 2018 by starting five juniors across the offensive line, and all 
five return in 2019 — as does sophomore Penei Sewell, who was talented 
enough to start at left tackle as a true freshman in 2018, before being lost to 
a midseason injury. 

But after leaning heavily on the run in 2018, the UO offense wants to be 
more explosive in the passing game this season. More consistent play from the 
receivers and tight ends would go a long way toward providing that. And in the 
spring, both positions groups showed signs of a turnaround. 

Cam McCormick was back in the mix at tight end, after starting the 
2018 opener but suffering a season-ending injury in that game. Back, too, 
is field-stretching tight end Jacob Breeland, for his senior season. New to the 
mix is Patrick Herbert, younger brother of the UO quarterback and another 
athletic tight end with the potential to present a matchup problem. 

The receiver group lost Dillon Mitchell after his record-setting 2018 sea- 
son. But graduate transfer Juwan Johnson and freshmen Mycah Pittman and 
Josh Delgado all looked like potential impact newcomers in the spring, which 
seemed to spark an uptick from veterans like Jaylon Redd, Brenden Schooler 
and Johnny Johnson III, too. Oregon fans are used to seeing the UO offense 
among the most prolific in the country. The talent is on hand in 2019 to get 
back to those heights. 


DEFENSE 

There’s no doubt that Oregon's defense made major strides in the two years 
after being one of the worst in the country in 2016. But the 2018 Ducks also 
had some befuddling performances, particularly on the road at Washington 
State, Arizona and Utah. If not for some remarkable resilience in the red zone, 
Oregon’s middle-of the-pack conference rankings would have been lower. 

The job of getting the UO defense to an elite level falls to Andy Avalos, a former 
Boise State linebacker who coordinated the defense there before joining Cristobal’s 
staff earlier this year. Avalos intends to mix up looks and bring more pressure in 
2019, taking the reins off a defense that returns talent at several key positions. 

Start with the rock in the middle, Jordon Scott at nose tackle. Since arriving 
in Eugene just two years ago, Scott has slimmed down his stout frame and 
also put himself in position to graduate from the university this fall. All that 
hard work should pay off on the field, too, especially if the Ducks can use their 
depth to keep Scott fresh over the course of the season. 

Austin Faoliu, Drayton Carlberg, Gary Baker and Gus Cumberland- 
er provide more veteran experience on the defensive line. To that mix, the 
Ducks in the spring added the nation’s No. 1 overall recruit, end Kayvon 
Thibodeaux. Right when he got to campus, Thibodeaux demonstrated un- 
canny quickness and a high football IQ. He spent the summer looking to 
increase his strength level and become a more complete player, before debut- 
ing with the Ducks this fall. 
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Oregon senior quarterback JUSTIN HERBERT'S streak of 28 consecutive 


games played with a touchdown pass is the longest active streak in the nation 


heading into the 2019 season. 


Thibodeaux could eventually transition out to the “STUD” outside line- 
backer position Avalos fields in his defense, but not initially. As the season 
approached, senior Bryson Young was in position to man that spot after a 
breakout spring, along with sophomore D.J. Johnson, who combines out- 
standing athleticism with impressive size at 270 pounds. The other bookend 
will be senior LaMar Winston Jr., the Portland native who is as energetic being 
a leader on the sidelines as he is setting the edge on the field. 

The centerpiece of Oregon’s defense is Troy Dye, whose 115 tackles as 
a junior were 50 more than anyone else. The former high school safety is 
athletic enough to roam sideline to sideline, but he’s also a ferocious hitter. 
The Ducks are also anticipating a breakout season from sophomore inside 
linebacker Isaac Slade-Matautia, who has some of the best pure instincts for 
the game on the roster. 

Think back to some of the best Oregon teams of the recent golden era — 
2001, 2005, 2011 and 2014 among them — and there’s at least one constant: 
Veteran cornerbacks. In 2019, the UO defense will feature just that, in third 
and second-year starters Thomas Graham Jr. and Deommodore Lenoir. One 
of the highest-rated members of the heralded new recruiting class, Mykael 
Wright, will help back them up, and the safety group is led by playmaker Jevon 
Holland plus big hitters Brady Breeze and Nick Pickett. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Adam Stack is fighting his way back from injury problems, opening the 
door for freshman Camden Lewis to challenge for the placekicking job. Lewis 
resembles former UO kicker Jared Siegel, with a big leg that belies his small 
stature. Blake Maimone and Tom Snee will try to hold off Lewis for the punt- 


ing job as well. 


OREGON’S OFFENSIVE LINE IS PRIMED TO REASSERT ITSELF 
AMONG THE NATIONAL ELITE

hen the Oregon football team struggled through its four-win fall 

of 2016, a young UO offensive line endured a trial by fire. Four 

freshmen played significant roles, on what was the Ducks’ only 
losing team in the last 15 years. 

Just three years later, Oregon football is primed to reassert itself among the 
national elite. And if that happens, no position group will play a bigger role 
than that offensive line, which has come of age and is poised to dominate up 
front for the UO offense in 2019. 

No team in the country returns more experience on the offensive line 
than Oregon, with 153 career starts by seven different players. That’s 
the most for any team in the country in nearly a decade, and the Ducks 
boast quality due to that quantity of starting experience — Calvin 
Throckmorton and Shane Lemieux are considered early draft picks in the 
spring of 2020, and sophomore left tackle Penei Sewell is considered a 
future top draft prospect as well. 

Add to that seniors Jake Hanson, Brady Aiello and Dallas Warmack, 
plus sophomore Steven Jones and a host of other big, talented blockers, and 
national pundit Phil Steele ranked Oregon’s offensive line as the best in the 
country entering the 2019 campaign. 

“Now,” said Warmack, a senior transfer from Alabama, “we've just got to 
live up to that.” 

Hanson, Lemieux and Throckmorton have all been full-time starters the 


last three years, and Aiello has come off the bench to assume a starting role 
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for parts of each of the past three seasons. Last fall, Sewell became the first 
UO lineman to start a season opener as a true freshman in more than 20 
years, and Warmack also started the opener in his UO debut as a transfer. 
Jones made one spot start, also as a true freshman. 

The fifth-year seniors, who redshirted together in 2015, have shared 
apartments and meeting rooms along with playing time the last four years. 
They've forged bonds of brotherhood that transcend football. 

“Those relationships, they'll be the best men in the wedding,” Lemieux 
said. “That’s how it will be. I’m sure Pll know them the rest of my life.” 

The bonds pay dividends between the lines, too. If an offensive line isn’t on 
the same page, an offense has no chance. The linemen need to communicate 
pre-snap adjustments to each other, reading and reacting to how the defense 
aligns. Without Throckmorton and Lemieux and Warmack, there’s little that 
Justin Herbert and CJ Verdell and Jaylon Redd can accomplish. 

Given all their experience, Oregon’s communication on the line can seem 
effortless. Which means the UO offense could take flight in 2019. 

“After a whole year of togetherness, it’s crazy how we work together and 
play together,” Warmack said. “You can tell we're a great unit now.” 

That’s not just big talk; it’s supported by objective data. The analytics 
company Pro Football Focus rates players in both pro and college games, and 
the rankings for Oregon's offensive line in 2018 were superb. 

Throckmorton was graded at 84 out of 100 for the season, the best of 


any offensive lineman in the entire Pac-12 Conference and No. 7 among all 


offensive tackles nationally. Lemieux was the top guard in the Pac-12 and No. 


3 in the nation, and Hanson ranked second among Pac-12 centers. Warmack 
gave the Ducks a second top-10 guard in the conference, and Sewell was 
the top freshman lineman in the country before being injured at midseason. 

Lemieux recalled meeting former UO offensive lineman Jake Fisher on 
his recruiting visit, and playing with former UO 
tackle Tyrell Crosby as a freshman. Both 
Fisher and Crosby went on to play in the 
NEL, a pipeline Lemieux and his classmates 
want to continue. 

During the dark days of their freshman 
year, that future was hard to envision at 
times. But now, Oregon's offensive line is 
enjoying hard-earned attention nationally. 

“We took shots to the chin that year, over 
and over and over,” Lemieux said. “Now, 
we're kind of reaping the benefits of the past, 
and looking to get back at some teams.” 

Oregon's status as the top-rated offensive line in the country will be tested 
right from the get-go this fall. The Ducks open the season against Auburn, 
which has a defensive line rated No. 2 in the country by Phil Steele. 

As Warmack said, the Ducks will have to live up to that No. 1 ranking, 


and prove it on the field. 


“If we're the best O line, we’ve got to do some work,” Lemieux said. “You 
gotta prove it. (The ranking) doesn’t mean anything.” 

For now, though, the Oregon offensive linemen can enjoy the respect 
they've earned from the nation. Lemieux was named First-Team Preseason 
all-America by the Sporting News, and Throckmorton was on Steele’s second- 

team preseason all-America squad. Each was 
first-team preseason all-conference; Hanson 
and Sewell were second-team preseason all- 
Pac-12 according to Steele. 

Lemieux came to Oregon looking to 
follow in the footsteps of players who came 
before him like Max Unger, Fisher and 
Crosby. The stage is set to cement a similar 
legacy for himself and his teammates. 

“T hope they feel like that about us,” 
Lemieux said. “I hope, 10 years from now, I 
can bring my kids back here and see that it’s 
still going on.” 

There would be no better way for Oregon’s veteran offensive line to cement 
that legacy than to get the Ducks back to the national elite, with offensive 
fireworks fueling contention for championships the way UO teams of the 
recent past used to do. The stage is set for that sort of season. Now, the Ducks 


want to live up to the hype.

he UO athletic department held its annual student-athlete graduation 
ceremony in the spring, with 14 members of the 2019 Oregon football 
team on hand to celebrate with friends and family. 

By the time the Ducks take the field for their season opener, against Auburn 
on Aug. 31 in Arlington, Texas, the number of players either with their degree in 
hand or on track to finish in the fall will be almost twice that. Headlined by the 
team’s returning MVP and its co-defensive player of the year, quarterback Justin 
Herbert and linebacker Troy Dye, respectively, some 27 UO football players are 
on track to play this fall and have their undergraduate degree by season's end. 
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No less than 13 Ducks had their degrees wrapped up by the completion of 
this year’s spring quarter, on June 14. That included the program’s two graduate 
transfers, offensive lineman Dallas Warmack and receiver Juwan Johnson, but 
also 11 others who originally enrolled at Oregon, including returning starters 
Jacob Breeland, Blake Maimone and Calvin Throckmorton. 

That baker’s dozen with degrees already in hand will be joined after either 
the summer or fall quarters by 14 more. Among that group is nose tackle 
Jordon Scott, just a little over two years after he arrived on campus, and also 
Dye, who participated in the spring ceremony and will finish his degree re- 


quirements this summer. 
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Dye took 16 credits this past spring, slightly more than the average a UO 
undergrad would need to complete per quarter to finish in four years, without 
summer classes. To Dye, though, it was “a light load” on his way to finishing 
prior to the start of his fourth fall on campus. 


“For most people that’s a heavy load,” Dye said. “But that’s just the way I’ve 


been doing things the past couple years.” TROY DYE leads all returning Power 5 players with 313 career tackles 
His own heaviest load since arriving in Eugene in 2016 was 24 credits.Con- J and will graduate prior to the start of the 2019 season with a degree in 
trary to conventional wisdom, Dye didn’t ease up during football season; he i: general social science.

All the graduates credited the staff in Oregon’s Jaqua Academic Center with 
helping them craft and execute a plan for graduating in four years or less. The 
Jaqua Center is staffed with advisors and tutors dedicated to keeping UO stu- 
dent-athletes on track in their studies, helping them manage schedules packed 
with academic and athletic commitments. 

Combine all that available help with intensely motivated, competitive ath- 
letes, and you have the formula for excelling in the classroom as well as on the 
field. That mix has helped a handful of Ducks finish their undergraduate de- 
grees in time to begin graduate studies while still playing for the football team. 

Maimone, who has been Oregon’s starting punter at times over the last two 
years, has begun a master’s program in accounting, with the goal of eventually 
working at a “Big Four” accounting firm after he’s done playing football. “It’s 
an absolute blessing to be able to just go straight into a master’s program,” 
Maimone said. “Just knowing all the teachers, all the support staff, and con- 
tinuing to get all the help — it’s a dream come true.” 

Tight end Hunter Kampmoyer also will be working toward his master’s while 
playing for the Ducks this season. The University of Oregon offers a master’s

ith a new coach and a new philosophy, plus some impressive new tal- 
ent on hand, Oregon’s receivers will take the field with renewed con- 
fidence in 2019 — and hopefully provide a new level of production. 

Ducks coach Mario Cristobal envisions an offense that mixes SEC-style 
ground and pound with an explosive passing attack worthy of a Pac-12 team. 
In 2018, the UO football team did both well, but neither to an elite level. 
Enter a new receivers coach, Jovon Bouknight. 

A former all-America receiver for Wyoming, Bouknight is tasked with rais- 
ing the bar for a UO receiving corps that helped the Ducks average 247.8 
passing yards per game, but which also was nagged by 52 drops over the course 
of 13 games. All those drops not only robbed the UO offense of explosiveness, 
but they tempted defenses to cheat against the run, ultimately hurting both 
facets of the offense. 

Cristobal wants more from his pass catchers. Bouknight is the man to facil- 
itate that. “I knew we needed development with this group,” Bouknight said. 
“That was the first thing coach mentioned in the interview process.” 

If spring practice was any indication, the Ducks will be much more consis- 
tent catching the ball in 2019. The top returning receiver, Jaylon Redd, contin- 
ued to look like a dangerous threat, and his fellow veterans were on the path to 
bounceback seasons. Senior Brenden Schooler and junior Johnny Johnson III 
each has ample experience at this point, but each is looking to prove himself 
this fall after having relatively quiet 2018 seasons. 

Getting open hasn't been the problem. Securing the ball once it’s delivered 
by ace quarterback Justin Herbert increasingly became an issue last season. 
Fixing that, Bouknight knew, was mental. 

“At the end of the day, you've got to instill confidence,” the new UO as- 
sistant coach said. “These kids play at an elite program. They got here for a 
reason. But if a kid doesn’t have confidence, he doesn’t have a chance.” 

In March and April, Schooler and Johnson performed in practice like newly 
confident players. They provided glimpses of that in the Spring Game — Johnson 
had a clutch catch to move the chains on a third-down play, and Schooler hauled 
in a deep fade route down the sideline by making an acrobatic play on the ball. 

In each case, it was just one play, hardly proof of a complete turnaround. 
Both those were also the type of plays that weren't made often enough in 2018. 
To Cristobal, they were signs of the impact Bouknight immediately had on the 
UO wideouts, and the elite level of coaching he provides. 

“Our players were hungry for that,” Cristobal said. “I think it showed in the 
play of Johnny Johnson and Brenden Schooler, first and foremost. Those guys 
really improved.” 

The receiver group further got a boost by the return to health of tight ends 
Cam McCormick, Jacob Breeland and Spencer Webb. And there were signifi- 
cant personnel additions as well, namely graduate transfer Juwan Johnson and 
true freshmen Josh Delgado and Mycah Pittman, all of who enrolled in time 
for spring practices. 

In the spring game, that trio combined for 12 receptions, 110 yards and a 
touchdown. “They're really special guys,” Herbert said. “They're guys that go 
and make plays. It’s a good problem to have, having so many options.” 

At times in 2018, it seemed like there was only one option in the passing 
game — Dillon Mitchell. But with a new coach leading the charge, Oregon's 
receivers looked like a different group heading into the 2019 season. 

“Tm going to build them up,” Bouknight said. “I’m going to build their 


character up, and then I’m going to build their technique up.”

2019 PREVIEW 


here won't be any odes written to the Pac-12’s bowl victories in 2018, 

with Stanford (Sun), Oregon (Redbox) and Washington State (Alamo) 

winning by a combined four points. But after the conference’s one-win 
postseason in 2017, it was a step forward. Now the Pac-12 looks to take an- 
other step toward reclaiming respect nationally, by fielding a College Football 
Playoff team for just the third time since the Ducks’ trip in 2014. 


2018 PAC-12 CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 

Last season's conference title game didn’t do much to earn the Pac-12 many 
style points. Washington outlasted Utah in a dogfight, 10-3, with the only 
touchdown coming on a 66-yard interception return by Byron Murphy. The 
game matched the two top defenses in the conference, and they lived up to 
their billing by each allowing just a single field goal. The Huskies went on to 
lose in the Rose Bowl to Ohio State, 28-23. 


NORTH DIVISION 

California is enjoying a turnaround under head coach Justin Wilcox, the 
former Oregon defensive back. The Golden Bears had the Pac-12’s third-best 
defense in 2018, and should be strong again this fall thanks to linebacker Evan 
Weaver and a secondary that returned four starters. But can Cal score? The 
quarterback position has nowhere to go but up after a rough 2018, but the 
receiving corps is new, and the offensive line is relatively young. 

Oregon State is digging out of a deeper hole under its own second-year 
coach, former OSU quarterback Jonathan Smith, but also is looking to make 
incremental progress in 2019. The Beavers won twice in 2018, including at 
Colorado in overtime, but lost four November games, all by double digits. 
Like Cal, Oregon State has some experience in the back seven defensively, but 
quarterback play must improve. 

Stanford won four games to open the 2018 season, and closed the year 
with four straight wins as well. But in between was a 1-4 stretch that knocked 
the Cardinal out of the division race unusually early. Injuries to Bryce Love 
plagued his season, and the offense will look to re-establish the running game 
in 2019 despite his departure and fielding a very young offensive line. The 
Cardinal defense also wants to get back to its bruising tradition, but also will 
feature a bunch of new faces. 

Washington's hopes to repeat as conference champs will hinge in no small 
part on how seamlessly Georgia transfer Jacob Eason fills the shoes of departed 
four-year starter at quarterback Jake Browning. But Browning was far from the 
only impact player lost from last season’s Rose Bowl team, and the defense is 
being almost entirely rebuilt. The Huskies have recruited well, but this season 
will be a test for their head coach, the former UO assistant Chris Petersen. 

Washington State is in uncharted territory, having turned into a perennial 
bowl participant under head coach Mike Leach. The Cougs’ Achilles’ heel is a 
big one, though — they can’t seem to beat Apple Cup rival Washington, their 
chief roadblock to winning the division and playing for a conference title the 
last few years. Losing Gardner Minshew at quarterback puts WSU comfortably 
in an underdog role for 2019, but Leach has proven he can break in a new 


quarterback and win quickly. 


SOUTH DIVISION 

Arizona never recovered after stumbling out of the gates with losses to BYU 
and Houston last season. This fall the Wildcats have a more favorable chance 
of opening with some positive momentum, against Hawaii and Northern 
Arizona. Perhaps that be what it will take to jumpstart the program under 


second-year coach Kevin Sumlin, whose arrival was followed by facilities en-

hancements and the hiring of young, energetic assistants, but also a mysterious 
drop in production from QB Khalil Tate. 

Arizona State began the Herm Edwards era 3-4 last fall, but ripped off wins 
over USC, Utah and UCLA to enter the Pac-12 South race, before losing at 
Oregon. ASU could start five seniors on the offensive line, clearing room for 
RB Eno Benjamin and taking pressure off whichever new quarterback wins the 
battle to replace the departed Manny Wilkins. Linebackers Merlin Robertson 
and Darien Butler led the Sun Devils in tackles as true freshman in 2018, and 
now are back for more. 

Colorado is the only team breaking in a new head coach around the Pac-12 
in 2019, one year after the conference experienced a slew of coaching turnover. 
Mel Tucker is tasked with turning around the Buffaloes, who both entered 
and exited Pac-12 contender status under former coach Mike MacIntyre with 
remarkable speed. Quarterback Steven Montez is quite familiar to Oregon fans 
after leading the Buffs to a win in Autzen Stadium in 2016, and he returns to 
the scene of that triumph on Oct. 11. 

UCLA is simply looking to get back into a bowl game in 2019. That’s not 
the goal anyone foresaw when Chip Kelly took over the program a year ago, 
but nobody foresaw just how much of a rebuilding job was required, either. 
The Bruins lost their first five games under Kelly but were more competitive 
over the second half of the season, and with eight starters back on offense and 
nine on defense, positive momentum could continue. 

USC is coming off a losing season for the first time in nearly two decades, 
testing the patience of Trojans fans with head coach Clay Helton. As usual, the 
Trojans are deep in high-end recruiting talent, but that was the case in 2018 as 
well and it didn’t yield a bowl game. With Mike Leach disciple Graham Harrell 
running the offense, USC will open it up this season, going with the Air Raid 
rather than Student Body Right. The defense isn’t as imposing as usual, but a 
more prolific offense could mitigate that. 

Utah has been remarkably steady since entering the Pac-12 Conference. After 
reaching the title game last season despite midyear injuries at quarterback and 
running back, the Utes will be looking to break through and win a Pac-12 title 
this fall. QB Tyler Huntley and RB Zack Moss are back after recovering from 
those injuries, and six other starters return on offense. The D line and secondary 


look strong, which should help a linebacker group breaking in new faces.

A renowned recruiter, Cristobal led Oregon’s relentless effort to sign the 
nat No. 13 class in 2018 according to 247Sports, just under two months 
after being named the head coach. A year later, Cristobal and his staff landed 
the highest-ranked class in program history at No. 6 by ESPN, marking the 
first time Oregon has ever had the top class in the Pac-12. Oregon is the only 
Pac-12 program to finish with a top 2 class in the league each year and has 
added the top player from seven different states over that span. 

In his first year at Oregon as co-offensive coordinator, the run-game was 
a major factor in the up-tempo Duck offense that tied for the Pac-12 lead 
with seven 40-point performances. The Ducks scored 40 rushing touchdowns 
during Cristobal’s first season, the most since 2014. Royce Freeman ranked 11th 
nationally with 1,475 yards and tied for 12th with 16 rushing touchdowns. 
The Ducks finished the regular season with more than 3,000 yards on the 
ground, averaging 268 yards rushing per game. The Ducks’ rushing offense 
ranked eighth in the FBS at the end of the regular season. 

Cristobal’s streak with an offensive lineman selected in the NFL Draft extended 
to five consecutive years when senior left tackle Tyrell Crosby was taken by the 
Detroit Lions in the 2018 NFL Draft, while Freeman was taken in the third round 
by the Denver Broncos. Under Cristobal, Crosby allowed only three quarterback 
hurries and no sacks on his way to being named an Outland Trophy car 


and the recipient of the Morris Trophy as the top offensive lineman in the Pac-12.

Cristobal came to Oregon with a reputation as one of the nation’s top 
recruiters. He was named the National Recruiter of the Year by 247Sports in 
the 2015 cycle, and was ranked as the nation’s No. 2 recruiter in the country 
by 247Sports at the time of his hiring based on the final haul he brought 
to Alabama. His 2015 class included 2018 NFL first-round picks Minkah 
Fitzpatrick (Miami Dolphins), Daron Payne (Washington Redskins) and 
Calvin Ridley (Atlanta Falcons). 

Prior to arriving in Eugene, Cristobal spent four seasons (2013-16) 
at Alabama as the assistant head coach, offensive line coach and recruiting 
coordinator, helping the Crimson Tide to the CFP National Championship 
following the 2015 season, as well as a runner-up finish after the 2016 season. 

Cristobal’s offensive lines at Alabama produced a plethora of standout players 
and NFL draft picks. Over Cristobal’s four seasons, five Alabama offensive 
lineman were selected in the NFL Draft, good for a tie for the second-most 
from one program over that span. Included were three in the top 2 rounds, 
including 2016 first-round selection Ryan Kelly (Indianapolis Colts). 

In each of his four seasons, a different offensive lineman earned first-team 
All-America honors, while Kelly won the Rimington Trophy as the nation’s 
top center and was named the SEC Scholar Athlete of the Year in 2015. The 
following year, Cam Robinson claimed the Outland Trophy. Both Kelly and 
Robinson won the Jacobs Blocking Trophy as the SEC’s top offensive lineman. 

In 2015, Cristobal’s offensive line unit won the inaugural Joe Moore Award 
as the Most Outstanding Offensive Line Unit in college football. The physically 
dominating group helped Derrick Henry break Herschel Walker’s SEC single- 
season rushing record en route to winning the Heisman Trophy, Walter Camp 
Award and the Doak Walker Award. 

Alabama's offense ranked in the top 25 nationally in time of possession three 
times and in rushing offense twice from 2013-16. The Crimson Tide also had 
the SEC Player of the Year three times over that span in Amari Cooper (2014), 
Henry (2015) and Jalen Hurts (2016). 

Prior to joining Nick Saban’s staff at Alabama, Cristobal spent six seasons 
(2007-12) as the head coach at Florida International (FIU), solidifying his 
standing as one of the country’s top young college football coaches and recruiters 
after taking over a program under heavy NCAA sanctions and coming off a 


winless season. Cristobal led the Panthers to the most successful year in school 
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history in 2011, capturing a program-record eight wins, including a road win 
at eventual co-Big East Champion Louisville. 

Cristobal was named the Sun Belt Conference Coach of the Year in 2010 
after leading FIU to its first Sun Belt Conference championship and a bowl 
victory over MAC champion Toledo, and he finished his FIU career having 
produced NFL talents such as T-Y. Hilton and Jonathan Cyprien. 

Cristobal coached at Miami (Fla.), his alma mater, under Larry Coker for 
three years before accepting the head job at FIU. As the tight ends coach for 
the 2004 and 2005 seasons, he helped develop multiple players into NFL draft 
picks, including first-round pick and All-Pro Greg Olsen. In 2006, Cristobal 
took over a Miami offensive line that featured four new starters and saw a 39 
percent decrease in sacks allowed from the previous season (36 to 22). 

Cristobal spent three years (2001-03) at Rutgers under head coach Greg 
Schiano, working with the offensive tackles and tight ends for the first two 
seasons before shifting his focus solely to the offensive line in 2003. Cristobal 
was a critical factor in Rutgers’ resurgence to competitiveness and helped 
lay the foundation in recruiting and coaching for a program that went from 
obscurity to college football’s upper echelon in a matter of five years. Cristobal 
helped Rutgers to a 5-7 mark in 2003, the school’s best record since 1998. 
One of Cristobal’s most accomplished pupils was tight end L.J. Smith, the 
Philadelphia Eagles’ second-round pick in the 2003 NFL Draft. 

Cristobal began his coaching career in 1998 as a graduate assistant at 
Miami, working with the Hurricanes for three seasons under Butch Davis. He 
joined the Hurricanes’ staff six years after finishing a four-year playing career 
at Miami as a standout offensive lineman under hall of fame coach Jimmy 
Johnson. Cristobal was a first-team All-Big East selection in 1992 and helped 
the Hurricanes to a pair of national championships (1989, 1991). 

A native of Miami and a prep standout at Christopher Columbus High 
School, Cristobal graduated from Miami in 1993 with a bachelor’s degree 
in business administration and later earned a master’s degree from Miami in 
2001. Following his college career, Cristobal signed a free-agent contract with 
the Denver Broncos in 1994 then played for the Amsterdam Admirals of NFL 
Europe in 1995 and 1996. 

Cristobal and his wife, Jessica, were married in June 2006 and have two 


sons, Mario Mateo and Rocco.

AT ARIZONA 
Oregon suffered its second straight road loss on the 
heels of an overtime win over Washington, falling 


44-15 to Arizona. Troy Dye made 13 solo stops 


while Justin Herbert threw a pair of TD passes. 


NOVEMBER 3 | GAME 9 


VS. UCLA 
Oregon returned home and returned to its winning 
ways, beating Chip Kelly and the UCLA Bruins, 
42-21 to become bowl eligible. Ugochukwu Amadi 
set the tone early with a 56-yard punt return for 
a touchdown in the first quarter to make it 7-0. 
Justin Herbert and Dillon Mitchell hooked up for 
a pair of touchdowns, including a 67-yard score 
in the fourth quarter to put the Ducks up 35-14. 
A trio of Oregon running backs hit paydirt with 
CJ Verdell, Tony Brooks-James and Cyrus Habibi-

AT UTAH 

Oregon stormed back from a halftime deficit to 
lead in the fourth quarter, but Utah rallied to win, 
32-25. After trailing 19-7 at the half, the Ducks 
scored the first 10 of the second half then took 
the lead on a Justin Herbert three-yard TD pass to 
Travis Dye. Dillon Mitchell surpassed the 1,000- 
yard mark on the season with a 169 yards receiv- 
ing on eight catches with a pair of TDs. Herbert 
threw three touchdowns on 20-of-33 passing for 
288 yards. 
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NOVEMBER 17 | GAME 11 


VS. ARIZONA STATE 

Justin Herbert, Dillon Mitchell, CJ Verdell and 
Travis Dye did the heavy lifting on offense, and 
Oregon's defense did its best to limit the damage 
from four UO turnovers as the Ducks topped Ar- 
izona State, 31-29. With the Sun Devils driving 
and threatening to take the lead late in the game, 
La’Mar Winston Jr. came up with a huge strip sack 
on a third down to seal the victory. Mitchell went 
over the 100-yard mark for the sixth time while 
Dye turned in his second 100-yard rushing game. 
Verdell ran for 71 yards and a touchdown while 
Herbert threw for 262 yards and two touchdowns. 


VS. MICHIGAN STATE 


The Oregon defense was exceptional all day and the offense got 
hot at the right time to give the Ducks a 7-6 victory over Mich- 
igan State in the Redbox Bowl. It was Oregon’s first win in the 
postseason since the 2015 College Football Playoff semifinal at 
the Rose Bowl and gave the Ducks their first nine-win season 
since 2015. After the Spartans kicked a pair of second-half field 
goals to make it 6-0, Justin Herbert found Dillon Mitchell 
from 28 yards out in the fourth quarter to put Oregon on 
top. The Ducks’ defense bent but didn’t break all day, hold- 
ing Michigan State to 8-of-22 on third downs while recording 


three sacks and seven tackles for loss. 
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NOVEMBER 23 | GAME 12 


AT OREGON STATE 

Oregon rode its running game and a stout defense 
to a 55-15 victory over Oregon State to wrap up 
the regular season. Travis Dye and CJ Verdell be- 
came the first duo in program history to rush for 
over 180 yards while the Ducks racked up 392 
yards on the ground. Dye ran for 199 yards and 
two scores while Verdell had 187 rushing yards and 
became the first FBS player since 2016 with four 
rushing touchdowns and a receiving touchdown 
in a game. Thomas Graham Jr. came away with 
two interceptions, returning one for a touchdown, 
while the Oregon defense forced four turnovers 


and allowed just 54 yards rushing on 28 attempts.

Rudolf G. Hoellrich, MD, senior orthopedic team physician for University 
of Oregon athletics, spent years in a pair of football cleats. He started as a 
defensive lineman and track athlete at North Valley High School outside of 
Grants Pass, Oregon, and then became an Academic All-American defensive 
end at Willamette University in Salem. His background as an athlete has pro- 
vided him an appreciation for the athlete’s perspective and their drive to be 
their very best. 

Having an athletic background provides an important perspective when 
working with elite college athletes like those at the University of Oregon, es- 
pecially when an injury occurs. “There are a variety of physical and mental 
challenges facing athletes who go through an injury, rehabilitation, and finally 
find themselves in recovery,” says Dr. Hoellrich. “We are fortunate at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon to have resources that help us minimize the challenges and 
help athletes recover and get back into action.” 

Dr. Hoellrich grew up around sports and medicine, with his father being a 
surgeon and his mother a nurse. He became even more engaged in the idea of 
combining these two interests while excelling at football in college. 

While at Willamette University, Dr. Hoellrich met Dr. Malcolm Snider, 
an orthopedic surgeon and team doctor. Dr. Snider was born and raised in 
Oregon and was one of the early sports medicine providers at a school of Wil- 
lamette’s size. He was also an ambitious football player drafted by the Green 
Bay Packers in 1969 and was in the NFL for six years. As Dr. Hoellrich relays, 
Dr. Snider had a tremendous impact on his life. He set forth the idea of com- 
bining medicine and sports that Dr. Hoellrich eventually made his full-time 
passion and career. 

Upon completing college, Dr. Hoellrich went to medical school in Port- 
land, completed his orthopedic residency in Madison, Wisconsin, and then 
attended a yearlong sports medicine fellowship under sports medicine ex- 
pert Dr. Douglas Jackson in Long Beach, California. Throughout his clinical 
training, Dr. Hoellrich knew he wanted to get back to Oregon to build a 
sports medicine practice. In 2003, he joined Slocum Center for Orthopedics 
& Sports Medicine, following in the footsteps of Slocum’s founder, Dr. Don- 
ald Slocum, as well as sports medicine legends Drs. Dennis Collis, Stanley 
James, Donald Jones, and Kenneth Singer. “There is no question that my 
practice stands on the efforts and dedication of those who have come before 
me,” says Dr. Hoellrich. “My hope is to continue the level of excellence they 
have established.” 

Today, Dr. Hoellrich and supporting orthopedic surgeons from Slocum, 
Drs. Nicholas Strasser and Jeffrey Tuman, continue the legacy of assessing and 
treating orthopedic-related injuries for the entire athletic population at the 
University of Oregon. 

“Football takes a significant amount of time, but we support all Duck 
athletes. Though, it is important to understand that we are a small part of 
the care that is provided to the athletes at Oregon,” says. Dr. Hoellrich. “Drs. 
Greg Skaggs and Craig Davidson are the primary drivers of the sports med- 
icine program, and they are supported at great lengths by the outstanding 
athletic training department led by Kevin Steil, MS, ATC/R, and Kim Ter- 
rell, MS, ATC/R.” 

The University of Oregon has taken a leadership role in the design of college 
athletic facilities over the last several years. That commitment has extended 


to advancing research for the health, safety, and performance of their athletes.

From Dr. Hoellrich’s view, sports medicine facilities and all that they have to 


offer have come a long way from his days at Willamette University, and they 
continue to advance every single year. 

“The advancements of technology and the associated research has made a 
significant impact on sports medicine and the performance of our athletes,” 
Dr. Hoellrich states. “The proper nutrition, sleep, and strength and condi- 
tioning enhance performance, and they do so in a healthier and safer way. 
Additionally, technology is helping us assess injuries faster and more clearly, 
thus giving us much better tools to improve rehabilitation and evaluate the 
readiness for an athlete to return to play.” 

“Technology and research also have a tremendous impact on the surgical 
options and treatments to help not only athletes but also the general patient 
population. Today, we are able to utilize less invasive approaches and take a 
more sophisticated approach to repair injuries. This improves recovery while 
also optimizing the final outcome for all of our patients, whether they are car- 
rying footballs or coolers on Saturdays.” 

For Dr. Hoellrich, weekends in the fall are when the demands of his role are 
at their peak. Between home and away games, he is likely to spend 18 hours 
a week on average in support of the team. He notes that “away games require 
more time, considering you are heading out of town on Friday afternoon and 
not coming home until late Saturday or early Sunday. Of course, we always
